In Drafting of Resolutions 





The Thirmd National Conference of Student Veterans was 
held at Hart House, University of Toronto, on the 27th, 28th 
and 29th days of December, 1947, Twenty-two Canadian educa- 
tional institutions were represented by as many as three delegates 
apiece and varying numbers of observers, who could speak but 


had no voting rights. 


The McGill delegates were? 


Wyndy Strover, Peter Kohl and 
Dave Ledoux, the president, 
vice-president and housing direc- 
tor respectively of the McGill 
Student Veterans’ Socicty. Sue 
Ketchum, this year’s M.S.V.S. 
secretary, and Bill Archer, of 
last year’s executive, also attend- 
ed part of the Conference as 
observers. 

Mr. John Schierback, of Mac- 
Donald College, as National Coun- 
cil president for 1947 took the 


chair. The meeting was started with 
addresses of welcome from repre- 


sentatives of the Toronto Civic 
Council and of Varsity's President 


and Students’ Administrative Coun- 
cil. Representatives of the Depart- 


ment of Veterans’ Affairs, the De- 
partment of Labor and the Domi- 
nion Command of the Canadian Le- 
gion were also introduced.

Bonus Approved 


The McGill delegates were arm- 
ed with the opinions voiced in the 
answers to the questionnaire re- 
cently circulated, which they used 
as a guide in speaking and in vot- 
ing. Since considerably more than 
half those answering were in favour 
of percentage “Cost-of-Living"” 
bonus, and most of the remainder 
were In favour of a blankct in- 
crease (and therefore automatical- 
ly in fayour of the bonus), strenu- 
ous efforts were made to present 
this point of view, with consider- 
able success, On his own private 
initiative, Bill Archer spoke in his 
capacity as observer against any 
form of increase, but this point of 
view was received by the Confer- 


ence With little-concealed hostility.

Dawson SEC 
President Dies 


In Montreal

Dawson College, January 11, 
1948. — Boris (Bob) Muskatov, 
President of the Dawson College 
Student Council, died, at the age of 
22, in the Queen Mary Veterans 
Hospital, on Wednesday, January 7, 
after a short illness. 


Mr. Muskatov, a veteran, joined 
the Royal Canadian Air Force in 
1943 and was honorably discharged 
in 1946, at which time he enrolled 
at McGill University to study Psy- 
chology. He was sent to Dawson 
for his first years of schooling 
where he soon became a prominent 
figure on the Campus. During his 
first year at Dawson he was elect- 
ed Vice-President of the Students 
Veterans Society, and this year he 
held the post of President of the 
Dawson College Students Council.

Loyonnet in Cycle 
Of Beethoven Sonatas 


Paul Loyonnet, the eminent 
French pianist, is presenting a 
cycle of Becthoven Sonatas similar 
to the one he gave last year. This 
time however he is playing not] ~ 
nine, as he did last spring, but 
eighteen of Beethoven's master- 
pieces for the piano. 

The Sonatas are being performed 
at six soirees at the Gesu Hall on 
Bleury Street, taking place for the 
next three weeks on Monday and 
Friday evenings. M. Loyonnet “pre- 
faces each work with a short in- 
troductory lecture explaining his 
interpretation of the selection.” 

He bases his interpretation on a 
profound study he has made of 
Becthoven's life. As nearly as pos- 
sible he relates compositions to 
events or emotional experiences 
which are known to have taken 
place at the time of writing of the 
works, M. Loyonnet is preparing a 
book which will be published here 
in Montreal, explaining in detail 
his interpretations of Beethoven. 
If it makes only half as pleasant 
reading as his lectures make plea- 
sant listening, it should prove a 
tremendous musical and financial 
success. 

The first recital in this present 
series took place last Friday night 
but owing to a temporary indispo- 
sition of the reviewer, the write- 
up of the performance cannot ap- 
pear until tomorrow morning. 

The second recital takes place 
this evening — the following sona- 
tas will be performed: Sonata Op. 
10, No, 1; Sonata Op. 10, No. 3; 
and Sonata Op. 13 (the Pathe- 
tique).

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“The Waldstein”, “The Appassion- 
ata”, “The Les Adieux”, to use the | BX 
popular names appended these 
works, and Becthoven's last threc 
piano works in sonata form, the 
Sonatas Op.

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The decision to affiliate, however, was not a 
blanket one. Provisions laid down by the con- 
ference include a time limit of two years, during 
which period the N.F.C.US. would seck to 
acquire adequate assurance of the cessation of 
political activity in LUS, plus a more equitable 
system of representation. 

Failing this, N.F.C.U.S. has committed itself 
to set up an alternative to I.U.S. 

The spirit of the federation is to be admired; 
its willingness to “get in and pitch” to the only 
existing international student organization is to 
be commended. 

We have time and time again pointed out 
the advantages of affiliating; we have called 


upon the N.F.C.US. to place itself into the 


I.US. on a membership basis, thus permitting if 
to act in a constructive manner and to take 
some part in shaping the aims and objects of 
the organization. Everything considered, noth- 
ing could be gained by criticizing the I.U.S. from 
the impersonal distance characteristic of an 
“outsider.” Now, however, affiliation offers the 
means whereby Canadian students can voice 
their opinions on matters affecting the I.U.S. 


But perhaps a word of caution is in order. 
There can be no objection to the provisions 
contained in the motion to affiliate; certainly 
Canadian students are not interested in overt 
political activity in the organization; neither 
will they discourage the establishment of a more 
equitable ‘system of representation, a funda- 
mental concept in democracy. 


In participating within I.U.S., however, it 
would appear to be highly desirable that the 
Canadian delegates adopt a wholesome attitude 
—so scarce in these confusing days. 


It is to be hoped that Canadian delegates 
to the I.US, will adopt a positive, constructive 
attitude, and will not approach the organization 


living. Meats and vegetable prices and those of 
other necessitics have caused the index to soar 
out of all proportions. 


There are some velerans—notably the un- 
married ones—who maintain that they have 
little difficulty in living on their $60 per month; 
but their claims cannot stand up when applied 
to the married student veteran and the soaring 
cost-of-living. 

It is to be hoped that the government sees 
fit to institute some type of cost-of-living bonus 
to veterans immediately, for the problem be- 
comes more and more acute with the continuous 
increase in the prices of the basic necessities. It 
is obvious that many student veterans will need 
this aid if they are to contemplate their train- 
ing, and whatever help can be offerred no 
matter how little, is to be encouraged.

The Canadian University Press, of which 
the McGill Daily is a member, was given a 
fresh injection at its annual conference held in 
Hamilton. The provision for regional confer- 
ences as well as a national conference promises 
to integrate much of the activities of the chain 
and will provide for much more efficiency on the 
regional basis, and ultimately, on a national 
basis. 

It is also to be noted that C.U.P. has 
flourished over the past years. Member news- 
papers now number 19 as opposed to 14 in 1945. 

And one final word of congratulations to the 
University of Western Ontario “Gazette” for 
capturing the Bracken Trophy, an object upon 
which every C.U.P. newspaper sets its sights. 
A verbal orchid must also be sent to the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba’s “The Manitoban,” which 
the judges voted into second place. The Varsity 
(U. of T.), and the McGill Daily, wept on each 
other’s shoulder, but were consoled by receiving 
a third place together.—A.T,

Here is an all-color revival of 
two British films, with a color 
short feature on the Tournament 
of the Roses which will please 
your eyes, send you back to using 
your imagination, and remind you 
that there is such stuff as good 
English dialogue. The important 
episodes of the Thief of Badgad 
are all there, in slightly different 
order... the essence of any fairy 
tale: a beautiful princess, a hand- 
some young prince and a cruel 
villain, all in a lavish setting, is 
well preserved. 

Here is the opportunity for 
those of you who did not see “The 
Thief" on its first time around 
(because of a provincial regula- 
tion), to go back a few years and 
sce what the oldsters are talking 
about when they mention the 
superb acting of Conrad. Veidt, 
Sabu (the younger) and “those 
were the days.” You can also 
compare the technique of produc- 


ing magic effects ten years ago 
with, what they achieve today. 
Judge for yourself how much 
progress has been made. 

Over the Moon is, because of its 
theme, its costumes and decor, 
much more of a ptriod piece. 
Merle Oberon, looking much older 
and more tired than she did in 
many of her later'pictures, suffers 
most because of her hair-do, Rex 
Harrison does well, and there is a 
fine assortment of “characters” to 
support the two stars. The Eng- 
lish poke fun at themselves and 
have fun doing it. The scene in 
the salon of a modiste is really 
something. You can't afford to 
miss many lines of the dialogue. 
The script is packed with mean- 
ing. 

Scenes of the parade and game 
at the Tournament of Roses are 
shown in color. This may well 
become an expensive habit to 
those who vie for Oscars in the 
newsreel department. 





Road to Rio proves to be full 
of laughs. When I saw it, the 
audience was very receptive and 
managed to laugh ’way on into 
the Hines following the gags. 
Messrs. Crosby and Hope have 
neither changed their routines nor 
their jokes. Their writers have 
used the same old format but 
have reduced Dorothy Lamour’s 
part to a little more than a walk- 
through. She does only one song 
(every man to his own opinion 
here) and appears in the clothes 
of today. 

The mystery element is built 
around a star sapphire pendant 
which, if properly dangled, has 
hypnotic power. Miss Lamour is 


hypnotized through most of the 


action. Hope and Crosby fire one 
gag after another and don't pause 
for the laughs. There is the occa- 
sional “personal” remark which 


shows that there was no particu- 
lar care given to establishing or 
maintaining an illusion. 

Paramount gets a chance to use 
some of its old elaborate sets and 
this, plus the fact that the jokes 
are familiar, makes one feel that 
one has been there -before. The 
Andrews Sisters do one number 
in which their principal task is to 
back up a song by Crosby:, The 
Wiene Brothers add to the fun 
and furnish the “dancing.” Yes, 
the pat-a-cake routine is in. Go 
sec it If you want to laugh. 





We will not say that Singapore 
is a waste of time. Somewhere in 
the past some movie mogul 
thought it was worthwhile... to 
the degree that a fairly good cast 
was assembled’ and some amount 
of money Was spent on producing 
this film. Hollywood may not be 
too concerned about wasting our 
time but I doubt if they are un- 
concerned about their own money. 
Somewhere along the line some- 
thing crawled into the story and 
died, Whether it was in the 
preparation for filming, or in the 
cutting room, we will never know. 

Fred MacMurray has had his 
ups and downs during his long 
career, We have seen him in 
many roles and have often en- 
joyed his work. How come that in 
this film his main activity seems 


‘to be paying for drinks and not 


asking for change? Why does an 
adult American speak of love as 
though it embarrassed him a bit? 
What right has any man to take 
marriage (as MacMurray has to 
here) as though it were an un- 
fortunate accident? 

We can tell you why Ava 
Gardner's role doesn't jell. One 
of the most difficult things to por- 
tray is a case of amnesia. Miss 
Gardner takes direction well, we 


have scen her do it before; so we 
we will say here that she took her 
direction, but ‘that it was not 
backed up by much research, 

The most unfortunate turn of 
all this is when an Englishman, 
really a good sport, steps aside to 
let America rule the waves. An- 
other great waste of talent is the 
small bit thrown to Richard 
Haydn. He and Roland Culiver 
never let the business get them 
down. Miss Gardner often looks 
as if she were hoping to awake 
from a bad dream and MacMurray 
is obviously fed up with the whole 
thing by the time he has to give 
back the pearls. They probably all 
went into this in good faith but 
eventually picked up a bad taste 
in: the mouth, which comes 
through to the audience before the 
story itself, : 

There are so many shorts along 
with this one’ that we think the 
need for some kind of consolation 
prize was keenly felt. 


The week offers the movie-goer 
a good choice, and there is prom- 
ise of all kinds of film fare in the 
near future. Stone Flower is com- 
ing back, which is very fine 
indeed.

26,000 WED IN RENO IN ’47 


2 District Judges Officiated 


at More Than 11,000 

Reno, Nev.—Of 26,000 marriages 
in Reno last year, two district 
judges officiated at more than 11,-

acted in 18,445 weddings at fees 
ranging from $5 upward and in 
many instances at more than $10. 

The annual salary of the two 
Reno district judges is $7,200, and

judicial post most remunerative, 

Reno district judges are Wil- 
liam McKnight and A. J. Maes- 
tretti, and McKnight is credited 
with 5,888 weddings in 1947 and 
Maestretti with 5,714, next highest 
being justices of the peace ‘and vis- 
iting district judges,

Main and Subsidiary Briefs As 


Submitted at Vets’ 


POINTS FOR SUBSIDIARY BRIEF 

Medical Facilitles — This Council 
emphatically urges the Government 
to extend to dependents of student 
veterans such free medical and 
dental services as are now available 
to student veterans themselves, tak- 
ing into consideration that training 
allowances are inadequate to meet 
such expenses. 

Housing—This Council supports as 
its own view the brief with respect 
to housing prepared last year by 
the Canadian Legion, 

Employment — This Council ex- 
presses satisfaction with the efforts 
of the various Government agencies 
and urges that their programme be 
continued and intensified because 
upon the optimum utilisation of 
veteran manpower after graduation 
hinges the justification of the whole 
training scheme to the nation. 

Education—This Council earnestly 
recommends that steps be initiated 
by the Government with a view to 
setting up in due course training 
benefits for children of Canadian 
war dead similar to those which we 
ourselves have been granted. 

In order to further international 
goodwill and also best to exploit 
exceptional abilities by providing 
the most appropriate possible re- 
search training, the principle of 
post-graduate interchange with uni- 
versitics in other countries is 
strongly supported. 

Loans — This Council asks that 
consideration be given to changing 
the written loan rules to permit the 
following: | 
(1) University loan funds to be 
underwritten by the D.V.A. 
Provision to be made for special 
loans to students whose training 
grants have expired and who 
wish to continue at their own 
expense. 

A representative of the student 
veteran body to be added to 
each university loan board. 

It is asked also that the policy of 
interpretation of the written rules 
within the permitted limits which 
is in force from time to time shall 
be made more generally available 
and that every effort be made to 
enforce uniformity. 

The Council wishes also that the

Three Day Meet Discusses 
All Aspects Students Life

During the Christmas Holidays, 





the National Federation 


of Canadian University Students held its annual conference at 
the University of Manitoba, Attending the conference were over 
60 delegates and observers, representing 21 Canadian Colleges 


and Universities. For the three days of the conferene 


e—Dee.

30, 31, — in plenary sessions, and in commissions, the delegates 
discussed all aspects of student life, 


At this conference the decision“ 


was made that NFCUS shou!d 


affiliate with the International 


Union of Students. This was the 
most hotly debated issue of 


the conference, and it was only 
passed after five reservations to 


the decision to join had been made. 
In brief these were that NFCUS 
would join for a period of two 
years, and upon adequate assurance 
of the cessation of political activity 
and the setting up of an equitable 
system of representation in IUS, this 
decision would become permanent. 
In case this was not realized NFCUS 
committed itself to setting up an 
alternative to IUS. 
Six Commissions 


The conference carried out its 
work in plenary sessions and com- 
missions. There were at least 6 
commissions, and from them re- 
sulted a long list of resolutions, 
the majortiy of which were passed 
upon by the plenary session. These 
resolutions set up machinery to 
organize a Dominion Inter-Collegi- 
ate Athletic Union (DIAU), in- 
ternational and regional exchange 
of students, a Canadian Univer- 
sity Radio group (CUR), similar 
to CUP, a national debating cham- 
pionship, and a national student 
magazine,

NFCUS itself underwent some cx- 


MAIN BRIEF 


WHEREAS the success of the pre- 
sent programme of veleran re- 
habilitation under sections 7, 8 and 
9 of the Veterans’ Rehabilitation 
Act is in jeopardy as clearly de- 
monstrated by surveys conducted 
in Canadian universities and illus- 
trated by the accompanying statis- 
tical analysis (schedule “A”):

basis of this adjustment be, the 
difference in the Cost-of-Living In- 
dex published by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics between the 
time when the present level of 
grants was established and the pre- 
sent day, and that periodic adjust- 
ments be made in the future; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED 
that the N.C.S.V. recommends that 
a commensurate adjustment would 
be 5 per cent for every 6 points 
change in the a Cost-of-Liv- 
ing Index.

“Liar” Shouts UBC 
Prexy to Penner 





Vancouver, Jan. 11, — (CUP)— 
When informed of the attack level- 
led against him by David Penner 
for his recent actions at the NFCUS 
conference, UBC Alma Mater Soc- 
iety President Grant Livingstone 
stated- that Penner, an avowed 
Communist leader at the Universit? 
of Manitoba, was a liar. 

“Penner is not to be blamed," 
said Livingstone, “he is only a vic- 
tim of a false information service. 
namely the Communist Party. Far 
from opposing the demand for a 
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cost of living bonus for student 
veterans I supported the move at 
NCSV last year.” 

“Our course of action” continued 
his statement, “was the only way 
we could hope to offset the adverse 
effect of irresponsible Communist 
minoritics which had dominated 
the first year of organization and 
threatened to disrupt the second,” 

In speaking of his move for’a 
conditional affiliation with IUS, 
Livingstone stated that naturally 
this would be opposed by any Com- 
munist sympathizer, and that the 
only reason that he had put for- 
ward his motion was that he was 
not in agreement with the political 
aspect of IUS. 
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
